lic, haye as yet not tried to undeceive 
the Ignorant, or marked out the Way 
that ſhould be perſued. The Reaſon per- 
haps that it is not done, though it is a 
Duty they owe themſelves and Mankind, 
muſt be this, that they doubt if due Re- 

gard will be paid to their Remonſtrances, 
as thoſe who would be affected by them, 
would immediately exclaim, unjuſtly how- 
ever, ſay ing, it is not Reſpect for the Art 
that urges them to ſpeak, or any Com-

Conduct; no, it is their own dear ſelves 
that they plead for, and the Injured are 
out of the Queſtion.

Could Phyſicians be perſuaded to un- 
dertake the Whole, doing the Operation 
with their own Hands, it would be better 
for the Paticnts inoculated, as they would 
have the moſt capable Perſons to determine 
what Time is proper, what Diet, what Mc- 
dicines, and in caſc any other Diſcaſc docs 
ariſc, they certainly know what, is beſt to 
be done 3 but by uſing another for the 
Operation, who makes no ſcruple to act 
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out of Character, and does not keep his 
own Track, and as he has an Opportunity 
to ſay he inoculated ſuch and ſuch a one, 
that is, made the Scratch, and put in the 
infected Thread; hearing this it makes 
ſome conceive, that nothing elſe beſides 
is neceſſary, except what this important 
Operator performs, or is acquainted with. 

Great Simpletons indeed! I muſt beg 
leave to inform them, that this Malady is 
more or leſs bad, according to the Diſ- 
poſition which it finds in the Affficted. 


his is affirmed by Perſons of the greateſt 


Experience, and their Teſtimony is indiſ- 
putable; do they act right then, who reſt 
ſatisfied with ſuch who ſay nothing need 
ever to be done, beſides the Operation? 


Great Numbers are ſeen to die daily by 


common Infection, where Exceſs has pre- 
ceded, or a bad Habit of Body for this 


Diſtemper is preſent. It ſeems therefore 
prudent to take ſuch Steps, as will avoid 
theſe Inconveniences, moſt reaſonable ſure- 
ly to apply to thoſe, who know this Ma- 
lady in all its Shapes and Circumſtances,

they will give the beſt Advice, having ob 
ſeryed its different Effects on different Bo- 
dies, they are the Guides worth follow- 
ing, whoſe Care and judgment will not 
allow of Exceſs either way; the Patient 
will be by them ſufficiently, and not too 
much reduced, the Strength neceſſary for 
promoting the Eruption preſerved, and 
nought left to do harm. No one ever 
thought the Surgeon qualified, or to be de- 
pended upon in the natural Small- pox, 
although he often in this Caſe is called in 
to bleed, which is more difficult, and im- 
portant than the Operation we mean; and 
he may then with the ſame Juſtice preſume 
to conduct the Patient through the natu- 
ral Way, as pretend to do it when he is 
called in to inoculate. It is of no Conſe- 
quence who performs the Operation, pro- 
vided that what is proper to be done be- 
fore and afterwards is not omitted. If 
the Surgeon is uſed at any Time, confine 
him to the Works of his Profeſſion, and 
provide a Phyſician to direct the Manage- 
ment, Diet, and Medicines, which laſt muſt 
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Number of Ailments human Nature is

be ſuppoſed to know more of this pic 
eaſe than the other, and how to act in 
every reſpect, for it is the ſame as that 
by common Contagion; yet where right 
Means are uſed, it is rendered more mild, 
for the moſt part it ſcarcely merits the 
Name of a Diſorder, and is rarely fatal. 
If it is thought convenient to employ 
only one, the moſt knowing ſhould be 
preferred, I mean the Phyſician, leſt for 
Want of due Caution, Dict, Management, 
and proper Medicines, the Patient runs 
greater Riſk than there is need of, or loſes 
his Life by the Tranſaction. Begin aright, 
for it is better to have no Miſchief pre-

Habit of Body, but likwiſc.on that of the 
Woman who ſuckles; this tender Crea- 
ture too often receives got the Milk of 
her who bore it for ſeveral Months in her 
Womb, and whoſe Juices in all Hkelihood 
are moſt agrecable to its Temperament; 
but perchance it is ſuckled by a Nurſe, who 
lived before that in the Country, uſed 
more Exerciſe, and a more ſimple kind of 
Food, now this is changed for a Town- 
air, little or no Exerciſe, and luxurious 
Living; what Miſchiefs may hence accrue, 
is too glaring, a Legion of Maladies to 
the Nurſe, which muſt produce, and form 
in the poor Infant, who ſucks, a Multitude 
of Ills; but ſhould the Mother's Conſti- 
tution permit, and ſhe is ſo good as to 
follow Nature's Law, and nouriſh her Off- 
ſpring, till it remains, that Health muſt be 
preſerved in two at the ſame Time, which 
is certainly a more difficult Taſk, than to 
do it in one. The delicate Frame of the 
little one is eaſily diſordered, and its Want 
of ſufficient Strength makes it ſtruggle with 
no ſmall Difficulty thorough an IIIneſs;

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ing, and what can be ſubſtituted in its

ſnould Puſtules ariſe in its Mouth and 
Throat, it may be prevented from ſuck- 


Room, if the Comfort of the Breaſt is 
refuſed? The Mouth and Throat being 
thus ſore will be an unlucky Circumſtance, 
and à ſmall Number of Puſtules will do 
more harm here, than a much greater 
Quantity placed on the external Parts of 
the Body; for ſetting aſide the Uncaſi- 
neſs cauſed by them, troubleſome Sores 
and Boils are formed in the Gums. Dur- 
ing this Time, their Bowels are frequent- 
ly out of Order, and cauſe numerous Ca- 
lamities to theſe poor little Lambs, they 
cannot deſcribe their Complaints, and if 
the Cauſe of the Affliction is gueſſed at, 
what Difficultics attend the Application of 
a Remedy. Before they can ſmile on 
their Parents, cruel Death comes, and re- 
morſeleſs nips the Bud of Life, almoſt 
upon its firſt Appearance. Vet if Parents 
or Friends, inſiſt upon having Infants inocu- 


lated at the Breaſt, becauſe ſome may be 
obſti- 


obſtinate in this Notion, the Phyſician 
ſhould be particularly careful to inform 
them of every thing that may be dreaded, 
that if the Event does not prove ſucceſs- 
ful, no Blame may be laid to his Charge, 
who has warned them of the Danger, and 
is mortified ſufficiently by the Loſs of the 
Patient. But as ſome, who have been ino- 
culated at the Breaſt, have ſucceeded, if he 
is required ro undertake it, I think he 
ſhould not leave it to be done by the 
Surgeon. | 
Furthermore, the Number of Children 
that die before two Years old, ſhew great 
Dangers attend this Time of Life ; ſome 
who have examined the Bills of Mortality, 
make the Number of them to be equal 
to a third of the Whole of all Ages put 
together; this ſhews evidently, that one 
ought to act with great CircumſpeQion 
during this Interval. Teething is a hazard - 
ous Trial, full of Peril, many hence run 
great Riſks; and what dreadful Conſe- 
quences are not produced by Conyulſions !

If. Cullen are inoculated in this Pe- 
riod, the Succeſs is hazardous, they may 
ſuffer molt ſevercly, and we have it not 
in our Power to help them, as well as we 
can thoſe who are older. Every one muſt 
be ſenſible, from the Multitude of Com- 
plaints which they are liable to, that it is 
neceſſary to have frequently the Aſſiſtance 
of the Phyſician, whoſe Province it is, 
without doubt, to remove the Cauſes of 
their Diſorders, which prove ſo often, 
when the Small- pox is not preſent, very 
troubleſome, and by woful Experience, 
too commonly followed by Fatality. It 
is acknowledged there are conſiderable 
Difficulties here, with regard to the 
Means of the Cure, whence it is not 
ſo eaſy to be found, or hit upon; thoſe 
Gentlemen then, who are applied to in 
theſe Circumſtances, and eſteemed to have 


the molt perfect Judgment and Skill herein,

when they are the only Afflitione, ſhould; - 
with all: the Reaſon in the World, be al- 
ways employed, eſpecially if any who, are 


expoſed to the recited Diſtempers, are to 


receive in the artificial Way this Diſeaſe, 
I mean the Small- pox, whoſe Nature they 


are beſt acquainted with, being reaſonably 


eſteemed the moſt capable to relieve and 
aſſiſt Nature, whenever ſhe has this Bur- 
den in the natural Way. Yet the Ppreſump- 

tion of the Surgeon is ſome what en- 


couraged, as he finds Perſons, who, for 


want of Knowledge or Thought, lay the 
chief Streſs of this Buſineſs, not upon its 
proper Foundation, namely, the State of 
Body for receiving the Infection, though 
the leaſt Attention imaginable, given to 
What happens in the common way, muſt 
convince an Obſerver, that from the Con- 
tagion in the ſame Inſtant, different Ha- 
bits are differently affected, ſome with the 
worſt Kind, others with the moſt favour- 
able. Infants appear moſt evidently to im-

ſhips are contended with in having ſueh 
Patients. Prudence will therefore ſugs 
geſt, and demand for the moſt part, that 
a more eligible Seaſon be fix'd on; I fay 
the Space that lies between five and twelve 
Vears of Age; in this Duration the Body 
is moſt generally freeſt from Diſeaſes, the 
Children may be managed, have not be- 
gan the Exceſſes of riper Years, the Cares 
of Life and the Paſſions do not yet prey 
7 upon the Spirits, and cauſe thoſe Impedi- 
ments. to a Recovery and good Event, 
which may ariſe and prove incurable at 
other Times. | 
Nevertheleſs, at this beſt of Scaſons, 
Precaution is ever neceſſary, for there may 
be Diſeaſes which ought firſt to be remov- 
ed, and ſuch bad Habits of Body which 
, will infallibly prove miſchieyous, unleſs 
they are avoided, or corrected before- 
hand by Medicines, exhibited with ſound 
Judgment; as this is the Truth, no one 
ſure will be ſo heedleſs to undertake, even

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out the beſt Advice; hen it is to be 300 
and at no dcarer Rate than that of a Sur- 
geon, if he is a Man of Rank in his Pro- 
feſſion, who cannot be ſuppoſed, if any one 
conſiders, and yet no Difcredit to him; to 
underſtand this Buſineſs fo well as the Phy- 
ſician. 

The Ages after this Period claim aſſured⸗ 
ly not leſs Skill, as it is manifeſt there is 
more Hazard from a Variety of Cauſes; 
it behoves then more eſpeclally to have 
Recourſe to the Perſon recommended, who 
will judge now, and always beſt of the 
Body's State, if there is any Diſeaſe to be 
removed, how far Preparation is to be 
carried; and what Kind is requited; the 
ſuitable Diet will be directed by him, and 
every other thing provided for, which con 
cerns the Patients Welfare. 

I cannot forbear here to take notice, 
that the Conſideration of the Evils that 
ariſe to the Public from the unſkiltul Prac= 
titioner, has induced the King of Sweden 
to order, that none ſhall be inoculated in

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his Kingdom, but under the Care and Di- 


tection of a Doctor of Phy ſic “. 
Whenever Inoculation is practiſed, Care 
ſhould be taken that the Patient be in a 
proper State of Health, with regard to 
the Body, and eaſy in his Mind, left what 
lurks within is made worſe, and produc- 
tive of ſome Malady or Death itſelf. It 
is known that ſometimes thofe who are 
fond of being inoculated, will conceal 


IIlneſs they ought to diſcover ; and ſome

who may be concerned for them in this 
Matter, either are not able, or do not 
chuſe to be too inquiſitive, as they think 
they may miſs the Opportunity of ino- 


culating, or putting Money into their 


Pockets on that account; and if it is de- 
laycd Accidents may happen, and another 
be employed in their Stead. Let the Com- 
plaints that affect any one be inquired into, 
and firſt removed, before this Buſineſs is 
entered upon, by conſulting a Phyſician, 
who knows ſufficiently the natural and ar-

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tificial Diſeaſe; and as /Preparation will 
do Service, which every one muſt be con- 
vinced of, who conſiders, what is often 
obſerved in the natural Way, to ariſe from 
Diet and Medicines, he it is who can pre- 
ſcribe ſuch Food, and other Things, as 
are fit to put the Patient in a good State 
for receiving the Infection; to theſe he will 
add a refraining from all violent Exerciſe, 
the ſparing Uſe, or abſolute Reſtraint from 
all Fleſh-meats, and ſtrong Liquors, & c. and 
will require the Patient to be confined to 
an airy Apartment, which may be heated 
or cooled as there is Occaſion, cutting off 
all kind of Intercourſe that can poſlibly 
communicate the Small-pox' in the com- 
mon Way. This Method muſt be per- 
ſiſted in fourteen Days at leaſt before the 
Operation is performed, for that Spade is 
quite requiſite, to declare with Certainty, 
that he is clear from the Diſeaſe by com- 
mon Contagion. The too frequent Neg- 
lect of this laſt Caution, calls aloud for the 
ſevereſt Reprimand, as it may be attended

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with the worſt of Conſequences; and thet& 
fore it is moſt earneſtly wiſhed, that no one 


will dare to venture for the future to in- 


oculate, without keeping the Patients up 


the neceſſary Time before-hand, and not 
ſuffer them to go abroad, unleſs he is 
willing to ſnew to every one, who has the 
leaſt Conſideration, that he knows not 
what he is about, and that he deſerves to be 
branded all over with Infamy, who can be 
ſo ſtrangely ſtupid, as not to inſiſt that this 
is punctually obſerved. If it is not, the 
Patients may be infected by the ordinary 
Way, and ſo can receive no Benefits from 
Inoculation. The Evils cauſed by this bad 
Conduct, flings Blame on the Practice, 


ſalutary in itſelf, from the Madneſs of 
thoſe by whom it is exerciſed. Thus 
Mankind may be induced to lay aſide 
what is ſo evidenly calculated for the pub- 


lic Good, to mitigate the Afflictions of a 
lothſome and painful Diſtemper, by a Me- 
thod attended with little Danger and 
great Succeſs, which produces, when con- 
ducted

more than one can well expect from it. 
The Confinement recommended has fur- 
ther Service, it keeps the Patients from 
catching other contagious Diſorders, which 
no wiſe Man would haye to deal with at 
the ſame Time, if he could avoid it.

It is well known, that ſome have been 
inoculated once, without having any Ap+ 
pearance of any thing that could be called 
the Diſcaſe; being contented: with this, 
nothing elſe has been done; afterwards 
they have been ſeized by accidental Con- 
tagion, and have died by it, when they ima- 
gined themſelves ſecure. This affords an- 
other Reaſon for preferring the Phy ſician 
to the Surgeon in this Undertaking, as he 
knows beſt the Diſtemper where he ſees 
it; and if what appears is not ſatisfac- 
rory, a Repetition of the Operation will 
be inſiſted on, with proper Cautions, and 
no Means omitted, that can leave any 
Room to doubt of Security for the fu

lation; or Friend, who has ſuffered from 
Inocalation, if he finds upon mature De- 
liberation, that he has not had what he 
might have had, to ſecure Succeſs to his 
Enterpriſe ? On the other hand, if he is 
ſenſible, that this was obtained as far as 
it lay in his Power, ſurely it will be no 
{mall Comfort to his Affliction, eſpecially . 
as it concerns a Thing very adviſeable, 
and now evidently proved to be the Run- 
ning of a very ſmall Danger, to eſcape 
a very great one. Accidents happen- 
ing, clearly demonſtrate, that it is highly 
neceſſary not to be negligent of any Ad- 
vantage, which Inoculation gives beyond 
the Diſcaſe by accidental Infection; and 
there is no Method in that reſpect, in 
the Cure of any other Complaint, equal 
to this. Should any one chuſe an impro- 
per Perſon for this Purpoſe, and has the | 
Misfortune to meet with ſome conſider- 
able Evil, he does not only a private, but 
a public Injury, bringing by his own Im- 
prudence Scandal to the Practice, by which

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others are deterred and hindered from ob- 
taining many Benefits which would fall **
